Average number receiving benefits 
Covered by Ohio Unemployment Compensation 
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Business Activity for the 4-week period ending August 
18 was up 3 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but was 
5 per cent below the corresponding period in 1955 and for 
the first 7 months of the year was only 1 per cent above 
last year according to the New York Times index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 12 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but were 10 
per cent below the corresponding period of 1955 and for 
the first 7 months of the year were only 1 per cent above 
last year. 

The Number of Commercial Failures was up 15 per cent 
in July from June, 34 per cent from July 1955 and 17 per 
cent for the first 7 months of the year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 4 per cent 
in July from June, 12 per cent from July 1955 and for the 
first 7 months of the year were 10 per cent above last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was down 9 per cent in July from June 
and was 1 per cent below July 1955, but for the first 7 
months of the year was 4 per cent above last year. 

Electric Power Production was up fractionally in July 
from June, 6 per cent from July 1955 and 13 per cent for 
the first 7 months of the year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was down 23 per cent in 
July from June and was 17 per cent below July 1955, but 
for the first 7 months of the year was 12 per cent above 
last year. 

Steel Production due to the strike in the steel industry 
was down 84 per cent in July from June and 82 per cent 
from July 1955 with the result that total production for 
the first 7 months of the year was 3 per cent below last 
year. The steel industry operated at only 15 per cent of 
theoretical capacity in July: 

Retail Sales were down 8 per cent in July from June and 
were only fractionally above July 1955, but for the first 7 


months of the year were 4 per cent above last year.

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Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities reached a new high in 
July with a gain of 6 per cent from June and of 14 per cent 
from July 1955, and for the first 7 months of the year 
were 13 per cent above last year. 


Agricultural Income due primarily to substantial in- 
creases in income from grains was up 30 per cent in 
July from June and was 4 per cent above July 1955 and 
for the first 7 months of the year was 2 per cent above 
last year. 


Number of Commercial Failures was down 12 per cent 
in July from June but was 89 per cent above July 1955 
and for the first 7 months of the year, 46 per cent above 
last year. Commercial liabilities of failed firms for the 
first 7 months of the year were 60 per cent above last year. 


Bituminous Coal Production was down 23 per cent in 
July from June, and was 18 per cent below July 1955, but 
for the first 7 months of the year was 10 per cent above 
last year. 


Electric Power Production was down 3 per cent in July 
from June but was 9 per cent above June 1955 and for the 
first 7 months of the year was up 26 per cent from last 
year. 

Retail Sales were down 10 per cent in July from June 
and 4 per cent from July 1955, and for the first 7 months 
of the year were fractionally above last year. 


Department Store Sales were down 7 per cent in July 
from June but were 3 per cent above July 1955, and for 
the first 7 months of the year were 5 per cent above last 
year. 


New Passenger Car Registration in 48 counties were 
down 5 per cent in July from June, 19 per cent from July 
1955, and 9 per cent for the first 7 months of the year. 

New Truck Registration in 46 counties were down 22 
per cent in July from June were 26 per cent below July

Total employment was 4 per cent higher in July 
than in June, despite a 1 per cent decline in manu- 
facturing employment. July total pay rolls were 3 
per cent higher than June pay rolls. Compared with 
July last year all current figures were higher, but 
compared with the first 7 months of 1955 cumulative 
employment in trade and public utilities declined 
slightly. 

July retail sales were below sales in both June 
1956 and July 1955, but year-to-date sales totaled 
fractionally higher than sales in 1955. 

Bank debits in July reached an all-time high, in- 
creasing 10 per cent over June debits and 18 per 
cent over July debits last year. 


CANTON 

The effect of the steel strike in July was shown 
as manufacturing employment and pay rolls reached 
their lowest points since the 1952 steel strike. Manu- 
facturing employment dropped 41 per cent from 
June and 37 per cent from July 1955, and manu- 
facturing pay rolls dropped 44 per cent from June 
and 36 per cent from July 1955. Construction em- 
ployment and pay rolls continued to rise in July, 
increasing 6 per cent and 14 per cent, respectively, 
over June figures. All employment and pay rolls in 
the first 7 months of 1956 were above corresponding 
employment and pay rolls in 1955. 

Bank debits in July rose 1 index point above the 
January index to become a new record mark. Gains 
over June 1956 and July 1955 were 6 per cent and 
11 per cent, respectively. 


CINCINNATI 

Manufacturing employment in July decreased 1 
per cent from employment in June, and manufactur- 
ing pay rolls decreased 2 per cent from pay rolls in 
June. Compared with year-ago July, current manu- 
facturing employment was down 1 per cent, but 
manufacturing pay rolls were up 6 per cent. In the 
first 7 months of 1956, manufacturing employment 
was 2 per cent higher than last year, and manu- 
facturing pay rolls were 8 per cent higher. Cur- 
rent construction gained over all 3 earlier periods. 

Cumulative retail sales in the first 7 months of 
1956 fell fractionally below sales in 1955. 

The steel industry operated at 70 per cent of 
theoretical capacity in July, a drop of 21 points from 
the June average. 


CLEVELAND 

Manufacturing activity was somewhat affected by 
the July steel strike, as employment dropped 7 per 
cent below June and 6 per cent below July 19565, 
and pay rolls dropped 10 per cent below June and 9 
per cent below July 1955. Even so, year-to-date 
employment and pay rolls in manufacturing con- 
tinued to rank above year-ago figures. Construction 
employment and pay rolls declined this month, after 
the substantial gains last month. 

Increases of 4 per cent over June and 14 per cent 
over July last year occurred in July bank debits. 

The steel industry operating rate dropped to zero 
during the July steel strike.

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RELATIVE IMPORTANCE OF MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES IN OHIO 
AND THE UNITED STATES IN 1954 AND 1947 


The most conclusive measure available for comparing 
relative economic importance of manufacturing among 
industries and areas is value added by manufacture, de- 
rived by subtracting the cost of raw materials, semi- 
manufactured parts and components, supplies, fuels, 
purchased electric energy, and contract work, from the 
value of shipments of manufacturing establishments cov- 
ered by the Census of Manufactures. 

Rise of Ohio Manufacturing 

By this criterion, Ohio was the second most important 
manufacturing state in the United States in 1954, for Ohio 
ranked below only New York in amount of value added 
by manufacture according to the 1954 Census of Manu- 
factures. This was an indication of the growth of manu- 
facturing in Ohio during the seven-year period since 1947, 
when the last Census showed Ohio in fourth position, 
ranked below Pennsylvania and Illinois, also. 

Growth in Ohio was greater than the nationwide growth. 
Ohio manufacturing activity, as measured by dollar value 
added, was up almost 60 per cent and United States ac- 
tivity was up 56 per cent from 1947 to 1954. Therefore, 
Ohio’s share of the national total increased from 8.6 per 
cent in 1947 to 8.8 per cent in 1954. 

Leading Ohio Industries 

The machinery, except electrical, industry group was 
the leading industry in Ohio manufacturing in both 1947 
and 1954, as it contributed 19.6 per cent of the total value 
added in the state in 1947 and 17.0 per cent of the total 
value added in 1954. 

The second most important industry in Ohio in both 
years was the primary metal industries group. The per 
cent of the total value added in the state by this industry 
increased from 13.4 per cent in 1947 to 14.4 per cent in 
1954. 

The largest per cent gain (188.7) in Ohio from 1947 to 
1954 occurred in the transportation equipment industry 
group. It rose to third rank and 13.8 per cent of the Ohio 
total in 1954 from fourth rank and 7.6 per cent of the 
Ohio total in 1947. 

Dropped to fourth rank in 1954 by the rise of transpor- 
tation equipment was fabricated metal products, which 
had combined with the other two top industries to account 


for 43.1 per cent of the state total value added in 1947, 
The top three industries in 1954 were responsible for 45.2 

per cent of the Ohio total. 

Leading United States Industries 

In the United States the transportation equipment 
group also made a significant gain, moving to first-ranking 
industry in 1954 from third-ranking industry in 1947. 
With an increase of 135.1 per cent from 1947 to 1954, the 
transportation equipment group surpassed both the food 
and kindred products group and the machinery, except 
electrical, group, which increased 49.1 per cent and 57.2 
per cent, respectively. These three industries added 34.0 
per cent of the United States total in 1954 and 30.5 per 
cent of the United States total in 1947. 

Only one other industry group, miscellaneous manu- 
factures, more than doubled the 1947 value added by 
manufacture, in both Ohio and the United States. 
Importance of Ohio Industries in the U. S. 

Among the twenty individual industry groups in Ohio 
six groups added over 10 per cent of the total value added 
in the country in 1954. Of these six Ohio industries, only 
two, primary metal industries and transportation equip- 
ment, contributed a larger share of the national industry 
total in 1954 than in 1947. 

The Ohio rubber products industry which contributed 
29.1 per cent of the United States value added in 1947 
became a slightly less important factor as its contribu- 
tion dropped to 24.8 per cent in 1954. Within Ohio the 
industry slipped from seventh rank in 1947 to ninth rank 
in 1954. 

The other three Ohio industries producing a smaller part 
of the national total in 1954, but still accounting for more 
than 10 per cent, were stone, clay, and glass products, 
fabricated metal products, and machinery, except electrical. 
Distribution of Industry Changes 

Seven industry groups in Ohio had larger per cent 
gains from 1947 to 1954 than the state all industries 
figure, and half of the twenty groups had gains below the 
state-wide increase. Three Ohio groups, tobacco manu- 
factures, apparel and related products, and leather and 
leather products, declined from the value added in 1947.
